Students at the University | of 


Omaha ALMOST lost the use. 


of 160 “precious, free” parking 
spaces in the west lot’ of the 
First Christian Church, 6630 


. Dodge Street. 


The loss almost occurred be- 


. cause of student failure to heed 


several “No Parking” signs post- 
ed in the east lot and driveways 
on the church grounds. 

Rev. D. Wright Lunsford, pas- 
tor of the church, told the Gate- 


way this week, if the violations . 


did not cease he would be 


. forced to take “drastic meas- 


ures,” ; 

Rev. Lunsford said the dras- 
tic measures would include re- 
vocation of ALL student park- 
ing privileges. In addition to the 
yevocation of parking spaces, 
Rev. Lunsford said he would is- 
sue orders to his custodian to 
have all OU cars towed away by 
the Omaha Police. 

Nearly two months ago more 
than 50 cars were towed from 
the parking lot of St. Margaret 
Mary’s Catholic Church, 61st 
and Dodge Streets, “due to a 
similar offense. According to 
police records the expense in- 
curred to students in this in- 
cident totaled over six hundred 
dollars. 

‘Reverend Lunsford: said:. he... 
would give OU students one 
last chance to cooperate and 
save the parking spaces, “How- 
ever,” he said, “this is the 
LAST warning”. 

Six weeks ago Reverend Luns- 
ford issued a warning published 
in the Gateway. At that time 
it was noted no parking’ was per- 
mitted in the east lot or the 
driveways. Within a week .no 
parking signs were erected in 
the “off limits” area. 

“We had’ excellent co-opera- 
tion for about’ two  weeks,”. 
Reverend Lunsford said, “but 
then a few persons started to 


park in the drives and east lot ~ 


again”. He said each week the 
situation has gotten progres- 


- sively worse until he finally is- 
sued his last warning Monday. -

Pleasant was the quality of speakers which were orice again 
excellent. Sad is the mediocre attendance figures and apathetic 
- attitude students apparently possess toward this fine free program. 
' The Institute of World Affairs presented six speakers ranging 
from International “Court Justice Sir Muhammad Zafrulla Khan, 
who spoke on South Asia, to Kermit Roosevelt, former Middle 
East specialist in the CIA who is now a vice-president of In- 

ternational Affairs for the Gulf Oil Corporation. 


Excellent Quality 
Both men gave excellent lectures on what are considered “hot” 
topics of the world today. This is just a sample of the guest 
speakers. The four other men on the program were of the same 
general fine quality. Yet, student attendance was extremely poor, 
at best. 

Dean William T. Utley, Director of “The Institute. of World 
Affairs,’ and serving as moderator for the series, said attend- 
ance runs in four categories: the townspeople, who make up 
the primary part of the audience; Bootstrappers, that make up 
a sizeable portion of the audience; a number of high school stu- 
dents and; last and least, Omaha University students. 

Attendance : 

According to Dean Utley, the problem may be one of com- 
munication to the students. Perhaps. Attendance for the series 
generally runs from 500 to 550. This year, however, attendance 
fell off to between 400 and 500. For an institution that has 
an enroliment of nearly 4,000 full-time students, and dpproxi- 
. mately 3,000 part-timers, well, the figures speak for themselves. 


“The Best. We Can” 


Fees for, speakers range from $350 to $1000 so they don’t — 
' come cheap. Dean Utley said “we try to present the best we can — 


for the money.” And, in this writer’s opinion after covering these 
affairs for three years, the best is darn good. 

. Their ability to communicate with their audience has been 
excellent and comprehension very high. They sometimes take a 
controversial position in that ey” represent a position some- 
times different from what the American public is used to, but, 
these men thoroughly know their subject field and their posi- 


tions in their respective fields are of high stature. 
_ Who Cares 
But, apparently these high qualifications are not enough for 
a majority of the students on this campus or they don’t care. 
The 20th annual Institute of World Affairs will resume once 
again in mid-October next fall with another fine fare of speak- 
ers to be presented for those who do care. As in the past, admis- 


sion will be an activity card.

Complex Program Causes 
Dept?'s Four Way Split Up 


Recently the OU engineering ~ 
department was divided into 
four departments. The division 
resulted from the complex pro- 
gram of the department, accord- 
ing to Anson D. Marston, head 
of the entire department. 


Marston now also heads the 
civil-engineering, and industrial 
and general engineering depart- 
ments. C. H. Prewettis in charge 
of industrial arts and Edwin E. 
Kinney: heads the technical in- 
stitute. 


The engineering department 
offers three major -engineering 
degrees plus three associate 
technology degrees. At present 
14 faculty members are hand- 
ling the teaching, Marston be- 
lieves that each man has too 
heavy a load of teaching. | 


Therefore by separating’ the 
department, faculty mémbers 
may be assigned to each area 
of study. However, there would 
still be some overlapping of 
teaching’ as is needed. 


Marston also feels the divi- 
sion will benefit the industrial 
arts program. “We will try to 
develope an active industrial 
arts department. It will mainly 
be -for teachers of industrial 
arts in junior and senior high 
school. There has been a great- 
er demand for teachers in this 
area. They have to cope with the 
school dropouts,” commented 
Marston. 

Industrial arts also aids the 
regular engineering program. It 
provides: graphic arts and. shop 
courses. 

The technical institute will be 
another department that will be 
enlarged next year. In fact it 
will double the number of cours- 
es offered, Since 1964; was the 
beginning year of the program, 
only one year of courses was of- 
fered. However, next fall both 
a first and second. year will be 
offered. On the successful com- 
pletion of both years, a student 
will receive an associate tech- 
nology degree.

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Physics Dept. Probes Laser World

Omaha University has a ruby 
crystal measuring: more than 
four inches long and one-fourth 
of an inch thick, but it isn’t in a 
ring-it’s in a laser owned by the 
physics department. 

The insttument is a low ener- 
gy, type of laser, but- itis still 
pow erful enough to’ damage the 
eyes of a .person standing. in 
the .path of the..beam. Accord- 


ing to, Prof. John G.-MéMillan, ~ 


the more powerful Iasers cay 
dvill holes in, diamonds without 
shattering them. 

McMillan continued by say- 
ing the word laser is a new one. 
It stands for light amplifica- 
tion by stimulated emission of 
radiation. ; 

This machine makes possible 
the most powerful and most co. 
herent keams of light man has 
ever been able to have. The in- 
tensity of light is greater than 
the light at the surface of the 
sun, 

The theory of the laser was 
developed in 1953 and 1954 by 
Charles Townes of Columbia 
University, A group of Rus- 
sians also. independently: worked 
on the development of the the- 
ory. In July, 1960, the first ruby 
laser-was developed: by ‘Theodore 
Maiman of Hughes Research 
labs. 

Lasers have been used with 
success in the medical profes- 
sion, also. One single burst of 
light from the machine can cor- 
rect a detached retina, which if 
not corrected,- can, cause blind. 
ness. Its Aino being’. used” as a 
research tool, in dentistry in, ex-

Sedlacek focuses laser beam on balloon. 


cavating cavaties. McMillan 
pointed out the case where one 
researcher is using it to fuse an 
enamel type substance to teeth, 
thus coating the teeth with good 
enamel. This researcher has had 
success with extracted animal 
teeth, 

Charles Sedlacek, physics in- 
structer, is learning about and 
investigating the laser principles 
ina special project for an optics 
course. The department hopes 
to use the laser as a minor re- 
search tool for student-faculty 
projects as well as for educa- 
tional purposes. 

The physics department head 
pointed out an interesting note. 


The laser can drill a hole in a — 


piece of fine wire (two thou- 
sanths of one inch in diameter). 
The hole will be less than two- 
ten thousandths of an inch. 


The impurities of chromium 
present in the ruby-red color are 
aré responsibile for the lasing 
ability. A tremendous burst of 
white light strikes the ruby and 
“excites” the chromium impuri- 
ties to higher energy levels. 
They then drop to an “unex- 
cited” state and emit the ‘char- 


acteristic red light in a single ° 


coherent burst emerging from 
the ruby rod.

Eight Years Mcke Senior 
An Expert In Vanishing Art

Music major Dave Busch is a 
fun-and-profit practitioner of a 
vanishing craft. He makes oboe 
reeds. 

“It’s a lost art,” Busch said, 
patiently whittling: down an 
oboe reed. “I doubt if there are 
more than 500 people in the 
country who can make a good 
oboe reed.” 

The senior music major has 
been practicing his art for about 
eight years. © 
_ “Tt was taught by my music 
teacher in the eighth grade,” 
Busch said. “He. taught me to 
play the oboe, and said that a 
good oboe player should make 
his own reeds. It tock me a 
couple of years to get the knack 
of it, and several more years to 
get really good at it.” 

Reeds Cheap 

’ The profit angle began about 
a-year ago when he began sell- 
ing reeds, “I sell the reeds for 
two dollars apiece,” Busch said. 
He added, “That's. a bargain— . 
they normally sell for three dol- 
lard or more.” 

The reeds are made, by at- 
taching bamboo cane to a metal 
tube which has one end covered’ 
with cork. Then comes the real 
work—shaving: the bamboo reed 
to the proper consistency. 

; Short' Life 

-“That’s the real art,” said 
Busch,. “It often takes an hour 
or:.more to trim a reed down 
to. where it has the proper 
pitch.” “According to . Busch, 
the average life span of a reed 
is three days to a week. 

Busch’s talents in the music 
world also include playing the 
oboe, English horn, and clarinet. 
He ,plays in both. the Omaha 
and Lincoln Symphonies. :

Last week, 25 Omaha Uni- 
versity students got a first hand 
look at the brooms and rocks 
and just what makes the seem- 
ingly awkward sport tick. 

Bert Kurth’s Sports officiat- 
ing class made the trip to the 
Club’s rink and tried out their 
styles with the help of OCC 
President P. K. Maxwell and 
his associates from the rink. 

Game Simple? 

Strong armed P. E. Majors 
figured that delivering the rock 
would be easy. Somewhat like 


Maxwell delivers rock . .

bowling, many thought, it will 
be easy. Only when the 80 pound 
rock. took :the sender halfway 
down the ice with it, did .the 
startled rookies realize that 
there, was more to it than met 
the eye. ; . 
. After a few preliminary les- 
’ sons from Maxwéll,.the curling 
neophytes were delivering the 
yocks in ‘the right direction and 
managing to land a few on the 
scoring area on’ the other end 
of the ice. 

To clarify the sport, it works 
somewhat like shuffleboard on 
dee.. The deliverer sends the 
rock down the ice and tries to 
land it on the scoring. area, It 
is worth one point if it comes 
to rest within the cirele. ° 

The opposing player then 


takes his rock and tries to “ 
knogk the other one out of the: 


circle or else score himself in 
doing so. 

Bach side has three rocks per 
end; An end is somewhat like an 
inning. ‘ 


Sweepirg an Art 
This is where the art of 
sweeping comes in. The other 
members of the team wait ahead 
of the rock, and if it is going 
too slowly to reach the desig- 


. nated. target, they sweep the ice 


ahead of the rock with small 
brooms. This, either by creating 
a vacuum or making a_ slick 
path, increases the speed of the 
rock. 

The deliverer also can control 
the direction of the rock by 
turning his wrist; when he re- 
leases it. He ‘can make an out- 
turn or an in-turn delivery. 

The Omaha U visitors found 
the sweeping. more challenging 
than delivering the rock. Trying 
to keep ahead of the rock proved 
a big hurdle in itself. Time and 
time sweepers would take a 
spill or be simply outrun by 
the speeding rock. 

More often than not, the rock 
would either fall short or strike 
the retaining wall in back of 
the scoring area with a resound-
